SECTION TEN. 
Medina County Special Road 
Law. 
On or before the first day of January 
each year, all road overseer* of Me­ 
dina county nhal) make their report 
upon oath, upon form# to Im* furnished 
them by the commissioners’court. Said 
report shall state the condition of their 
roads, number of hands and the name 
of each subject to road work, and the 
number of days that each hand has 
worked, amount of all money collected, 
from whom collected and if expended, 
for what purpose, and if there is a bal­ 
ance on band it shall be turned over to 
hi# successor in office, to be paid out 
for work on said road; the mile post# 
and index boards and condition of same, 
and what road work i# nece##ary in his 
precinct. 
Snit! report shall be sworn 
to before some officer authorised to ad­ 
minister oaths. 
Said report shall he 
examined by the commissioners’ court 
at a special term to he held on the 
second Monday in lanuary, and if they 
lie found correct shall he approved by 
“aid court, otherwise returned to said 
overseer for correction. 
At said spec­ 
ial term (second Monday in January 
after each election year) said commis­ 
sioners’ court shall appoint and com­ 
mission road overseers who shall serve 
for two years, as well as to fill vacan­ 
cies. 
The commissioners' court may 
allow road overseers one dollar and 
fifty cents |>er day (not to exceed ten 
days, however, per annum) 
for all 
days worked by such overseer, over 
and above his five days under the direc­ 
tion of his county commissioner. 
Any 
overseer intentionally failing to per­ 
form his duties aa such overseer, or 
failing or refusing to make his annual 
report as required by law, or failing or 
refusing to serve or perform the duties 
of overseer when ap|K>inted by said 
court, or failing to comply with the 
law in any way concerning his duties 
as overseer, shall b** deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
*hall be tined in any sum not less than 
ten nor more than twenty five dollars.
